NEW EDIFICE A 


HANDSOME one KEEPING MONEY 


Contract Awarded tor New 
Strathcona Methodist Church. 
Large Sum Subscribed. 


— 


The contract for the new Strath. 
cona Methodist church to be built on 
the site of the present structure was 
awarded yesterday to D. F. McHardy 
for $36,000. The new edifice, which 
will be one of the best in Strathcona, 
is to be started at once, and the con- 
tract calls for ita completion by De. 
cember Ist next. 

It is less than two months ago 
since the erection of the new build. 
ing was first discussed, and definite 
action taken, but already over half of 
the total cost of erection and furnish: 
ings, which will be in the neighbor- 
hood of $42,000, has been subscribed. 
Among the large sums prémised is 
$2,000 from one member, and $1,000 
from a half dozen or more others, 
while smaller sums range from $800 
down to $100. 

The credit of the excellent canvass 
work is due to the energy of the pas- 
tor, and the generosity of the congre- 
gation and other citizens. 

The new church, which is to be 
built from the plans of Messrs. FR. 
M. and W. A. Whiddington, will be 
constructed of brick with cement and 
Calgary sandstone trimmings. 

It will be 78 feet broad by 116 feet 
long. In the southeast corner will be 
the immense tower 88 feet high, and 
capped by an observatory, the whole 
giving a most imposing appearance to 
the structure. The top of the root 
will be 60 feet high, and the walle 
40 feet. 

The basement will be four feet be- 
low the surface, and eight above,thus 
affording ample opportunity for light 
and ventilation. There will be four 
entrances to the basement, two in the 
front and two in the rear. It will be 
laid off for a main large lecture room, 
class rooms with swing and lide 
doors, ladies’ parlor and men’s club- 
room. Beneath the north end will be 
@ sub-basement, with the heating ap- 
paratus, consisting of four furnaces, 
storerooms, ete. f 

To the main auditorium there will 
be three entrances in the front. The 
main one will have columns and an 
arch of Calgary sandstone, with steps 
leading to the doorway. 

The seating capacity will be 600 
downstairs and 400 in the gallery. In 
the main auditorium there will be a 
raised floor, while good provision is 
made for the pulpit, choir lofte, etc. 
In the rear on either side is the choir 
and.pastor’s vestry. 

The supporting pillars for the gal- 
leries and in the basement will be of 
cast iron, while the girders across the 
entire building wf? be of ateel. 

The heating will be combination hot 
air and steam and the other fixtures 
will be in keeping with the building 
itself. 

The new church when completed 
will be an imposing structure, and 
a credit to Methodiam in the city of 
Strathcona. 

The pastor, Rev. T. J. Johnaton, is 
just finishing hia third year, and has 
been invited to remain a fourth, aub- 
ject to the approval of the confer- 
ence. The congregation only a few 
montha ago completed a new parson- 
age, in which Mr. Johnston and his 
family are now comfortably housed.

T. P. O'Connor's Pen 


Portrait of Him---The 


Most Distinguished of Them all. 


The preparations are complete for 
the reetpoion of the Colonial states- 
men who are coming over to attend 
the great Uolonial Conference, writes 
T. P. O'Connor in hie Weekly. They 

will be entertined by all sorte and 
eonditidhns of men, of sovietios, of 
clubs; in short, everybody ie working 
to show these representatives of the 
Colonies that they have nothing but 
weem and enthusiastic friends in the 
Motherland. 

A Great Stateoman. 

I choose, out of. the numerous Col- 
onial atatesment who will come here, 
for deacription the one I know best, 
and who else ia beat known to the 

\ British public. Other statesmen there 
will be who will recommend them- 
selves to. the respect and popularity 
of people of Kngland; but there is 
pone of them who can compere with 
the Prime Miniated of Canada in the 
position he han already ettained. It 
ia partly, of course, because the 
Canadien Premier has been so much 
longer before. the public; partly be- 

-.o@eune he.has been in England more 
than once before, and partly, of 
course, because he embodies one of 
the greatest triumphs of British Col- 
onial statesmanship, and one of those 
fusions.of races and creeds under the 
protecting aegis of the Empire which 
marke an Empire's greatest achieve- 
went. 

 Coomepelitaniom ef Caneds. 

It is difficult today to realize that 
it-ie net.much more than half a cen- 
tury ago since Canada was one of the 
moet disturbed, and in some respects, 
one of the moat discontented portions 
of the British Empire. And yet that 
ie the fect. The Frenchman ‘who oc- 
cupied. the greater part of Eastern 
Canada: was intensely. Catholic in 
faith, .etrongly Conservative in prin- 
ciple, and. wae for the most part a 
emall: tasmer quite content with the 
narrow life of his village—except when 

:. he grew audacious, and emigrated ov- 
er to better wages and wider condi- 
tions in the United States. 

In Western Canada, on the other 
hand, there were peculiarly strenu- 
ous specianens of the races thet inhab- 
it, these + islandse—dour hard-working 

. and. ambitious. Beotchmen; English- 
men with their push, their tsemen- 
dous national pride, and their scorn 
for the ideas end habits of other na- 
tionalities.end ereeds; and even the 
Irishman, who belonged to the eame 
‘peligious creed as. the French-Cana- 
dian, looked down on the Frenchman’s 
lack of enterprise . and reactionary 
ideas. 

Advantages and Disadventages. 

To solve all these different elements 
into ap emalgem was & feat that very 
few stateamen: could achieve; it is to 
the everlasting honor of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier .that.he hes succeeded in do- 
ing 00; He etarted, it ie true, with 
come advantages.

House of; Commons there is no mes 
who can sway the assembly as he can, 
and when he has to address big crowds 
at election time he is master of all 
their moods; of their laughter, their 
arte, their. anger. 

Preeperity fer Canada. 

But mere oratorical power would 
not account for a reign prolonged over 
ten years. Unbacked by genuine 
political gifte, Bir Wilfrid Laurier’s 
oratory would long since have fouad 
him out, and he would have been 
thrown aside with that fickleness 
which is: characteristic of demoora- 
cies. He is a man who has thought 
cut political problems, and brings to 
trem all a broad and well-stocked 
mind. You could not be in his 
sodiety for more than a few houre 
without feeling that you were in the 
presence of one of the great masters 
of atatecraft. 

A Master of Statecraft. 

And it does require a vast amount 
of statecraft to deal with the many 
and complex problems of Canadian 
life. Ido not know that even yet 
we appreciate in England the extra- 
ordinarycountry that Canada ie. 
How many people, for instance, te- 
alize that Canada actually covers a 
larger amount of space of the Ameri- 
can continent than the United States? 
They have within the last two cr 
three years created two new pariia- 
ments in two new territories—Alberta 
and Saskatchewan—and each of these 
territories is bigger than most of the 
big countries of Europe. One little 
fact, ‘within. my personal knowledge, 
brought home to me the change in 
the conditions of Canada more tahn 
scores of things I have read. When 
I was.in the United States, some 
seventeen yeara ago, all New England 
wes talking of the huge immigration 
from Canada to the New England 
States. I remember people telling « e 
that eome towns of Massachusetts and 
Connecticut were almost overrun by 
French-Canadians. And, in fact, 
people of all nationalities were rush- 
ing over to the States, even some of 
those emigrants who had been brought 
from Europe to Canada at great cost 
to Canada. 

Americans Emigrate. 

And now the process is reversed; It 
je the United Siates which is sending 
the immigranta into Canada, not Can- 
eda into the United States. In the 
fer Western. States, like Dakota, 
American farmers who have been 
there for generations are selling their 
farms, packing up their goods and 
chattels, and are emigrating into the 


. ticher’and more fertile lands of West- 


ern Canada. No fewer than a quarter 
of @ million of Americans ate expect- 


ed to reach Canada from these regions ; 


within the present year. And all the 
people, who do go to the West of 
Ganada are. enthusiastic in their 
praise of the resources, the poasibili- 
ties, the climate of the country. The 
old.jegend. that you could find noth- 
ing there but arctic cold is exploded; 
you find, on the contrary, one of the 
most heeutiful and temperate cli- 
mates in the world, and eged v 
growing rich almost overnight.

Our Premier. 

And now, what manher of man ts °@ 
who bears upon his shoulders this At- 
lantean burden? The best description 
I ever heard of Sir —Willrid Laurier 
wan given to me by a very interesting 
Canadian petsonality, Mr. Ross, who 
was tor many years Prime Minister 
of the Province of Ontario. ‘Sir 
Wilfric = ‘aurier,” said this dour, 
gnarled, kindly, shrewd old Scotch. 
Canadien, “isa picture gailery 1 
in tireelf.”” This praise—which ! 
will always remember as witty and 
picturwmque—gives you some idea . ft 
the 10 reasion which the appearanse 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier makes upon 
you. He ia like some splendid por- 
trait that has walked down from the 
walls of a mediaeval French chateaa 
and is again stalking the earth. You 
could never mistake him for anything 
but a man of French blood, | Nor 
could you, at the same time, ever take 
him for a modern Frenchman. With 
all his intensely progressive and 
broad spirit, Sir Wilfrid Inoke the 
man of the chateau and of the eigh- 
teenth century; the Frenchman born 
before the French Revolution; one 
who had exchanged repartees \ with 
Voltaire; who had smiled benignly at 
some of Talleyrand’s jokes on the 
gullibility of mankind. 

An Interesting Personality. 

Imagine a very tall, a very slight, 
ahnost a bony figure; imagine a face 
exactly the eame—that is to say, long, 
narrow, and bony—and you will have 
some idea of what Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
is like in the flesh. There sis*rst 4 
spare ounce on that body, which, 
nevertheless, seems as alert, active, 
and enduring as that of some deer- 
hound. The face seems to concen- 
trate itself in the mouth, which is 
lavge—as is the mouth usually of the 
orutor—mobile, slightly pursued. The 
fuce 18 clean-shaven, which also gives 
a certain look at once of academie 
aisiinction and: of eighteenth century 
character. You could take him, if 
you did not know him, for a great 
scientific scholar, for a Professor of 
Letters, for a high ecclesiastic; or you 
might fancy ‘that he was a brilliant 
wit and encyclopaedist—one of the 
band. that prepared the French Re- 
voluticn. You could take him for 
many things, but never for anything 
that was not intellectual, distinguish- 
ed, and well born, 


Character in His Dress. 

And there is about the whole man 
a certain trimness and precision 
which are almost suggestive of France 
and of the eighteenth century. He 
dresses with a perfect appropriateness 
to his figure, his face, and even ais 
position. The coat is usually a frock 
coat with spacious tails; the waist- 
coat—if I remember rightly—is some- 
what low cut; and his collars are, in 
their way, as prominent and remark- 
able as those of Mr. Gladstone. Like 
Mr. Gladstone's, Sir Wilfrid’s collare 
are stand-up, immense, slightly old- 
fashioned in cut and suggestion.

Asan Orater. 

The English: is perfect; but at the 
same time there is just a remnant of 
the French aecent of hie boyhood. He 
apeake—in this respect being unlike 
the typical’ Frenchman — somewhat 
slowly and deliberately; but he is also 
French in the clearness and careful- 
nese of utterance. He does not gob- 
ble his words,’and thus English when 
spoken by him sounds a little like 
French; every syllable gets full jue- 
tice; you have something of the feel- 
ing you experience when you are lis- 
tening to Coqueélin or some other great 
trtist trained in the Comedie Fran- 
caise, of listening even in private con- 
versation to the melodious and poised 
cadence of the Alexandrine. 

The Life He Prefers. 

Finally, In should put among the 
qualities that have gained for Sir Wil- 
trid Laurier his tremendous hold over 
Canada the stainless and beautiful 
private character of the man. This 
Great ruler lives with the simplicity 
of a professional man with a modest 
income. I slept during my recent 
visit to Canada in the house of A 
friend ‘of mine—who has since ben 
elected to the Mayoralt yof Ottawa— 
and as I walked down from his mo- 
dest and comfortable dwelling in the 
morning, he pointed out to me the 
house of the Prime Minister—which 
was exactly like his own, the typical 
mode:t Canadian house—with its two 
or thr++ stories, its long verandah, ita 
generiv impression of lightness, airi- 
ness and comfort. 

The Canadian Heme. 

Here it. was—in this amall and mo- 
dest house—that there dwelt a man 
who rules some millions of men and 
one >! the vastest and most powerful 
countries in the world. Such a habi- 
tation bespeake the character and also 
the career of the man. I dare not 
talk of the temptations that were open 
tc e mar in his position, for nothing 
eculd tempt him to deflect by a hair's 
hreadth from the straight path of per- 
fect integrity; but everybody will 
now that a man who lives in a coun- 
ty growing from hour to hour with 
cizantic rapidity and size, might eas- 
ily become n multi-millionaire if te 
ac desired. Gir Wilfrid Laurier has 
remaived the man with modest tastes, 
n 1.,0dest house, a modest income. He 
lias prefer~ J in life the greater and 
purer glory of serving hie country and 
his countrymen, with no other reward 
than the modest remuneration of thir 
Ministerial salary and the immeasur- 
able extent of their affection and 
reapect.

C.P.R. to Establish a Detcctive 
Agency--Are Securing Well 
Known Detectives. 


it ie understood that the Canadian 
Pacific railway are establishing their 
own private detective agency to cover 
every part of the Dominion of Can- 
age.
